All is Good.

The affirmation “All is Good,” is among the 
very first statements the student of Truth is 
taught to hold continually in mentality. The 
claim of the AllGood occupies a place in nearly 


every article written by the various writers on 
the subject of the science of spirit, and yet it 
would seem that the full force and meaning of 
the three small words, in the widest scope of their 
application, is not generally comprehended. 
Some teachers, writers and students apply the 
term to the eternal Good or God, the invisible 
source of all, which is back of and underneath 
all, as the one eternal and everlasting sub- 
stance. Those who stand on this basis only 
say, instead of declaring “All is Good,” the 
words ought to be transposed and “Good is 
All” the proper statement of Truth. The vis- 
ible appearance of persons and things they say 
is not good, but the reality, the invisible, is 
good. 

Now, while there can be no question on the 
part of anyone as to thecorrectnessand exact- 
ness of this way of reasoning out the idea that 
Good is All, the purpose of this article is to 
make a plea that All is Good, this All being all- 
inclusive and meaning All, both on the plane 
of appearance or action and the plane of real- 
ity, and the purpose of the writer is to present 
a line of reasoning that will lead every one to 
look more deeply into the subject, in order to 
comprehend more clearly the evolution of the 
soul out of the limitations of sense into under- 
standing of the unlimited realm of spirit. 
Only in such an understanding of the law can 
the daily routine life of each one be made full 
and overflowing with the sense of the Allness 
of Goodness and the Goodness of the All. 

The seekers of Light, who through long-con- 
tinued earnest pursuit of Truth have obtained 
a clear and scientific comprehension of Omni- 
presence, as now being goodness, occupying 
all place and filling all space, do not conscious- 
ly admit any operating Power but the One 
Power of Good, and in this state of realization 
they cannot see any evil at all in anyone, or in 
anything. Those ‘who ‘have reached this 
high plane surely have a consciousness that 
is too pure to behold iniquity. Such are 
pure in thought, in the broadest meaning of 
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the word. In fact, their ideas are always 
spiritual or perfect. They belong to a class of 
advanced souls referred to by Jesus when he 
said, “The pure in heart shall see God;” that 
is the God or Good in each one and in all. 

But there are many inquiring souls who 
have not yet made such attainments in under- 
standing, and it is important to help them see 
how to make the affirmation “All is Good” 
more practical and more useful in the every- 
day experiences of life. While many areawak- 
ening and catching the first glimpses of the 
ideals of Truth, they still see with their outer 
senses, as through a glass darkly; and all such, 
when pain, sickuess, suffering and death come 
to them or their friends or the community, find 
it very difficult to claim such seeming afflic- 
tions as good. As they know, however,all such 
experiences on the part of each and every one 
are caused by a lack of understanding the law 
of Good as spirit, and the inharmony appears 
because the power of God so fully expressed 
in every one is not acknowledged, they 
will then see that through the suffering of 
the body, the soul (the ever active builder of 
the body) is being drawn more entirely to de- 
pend upon the interior source of power and de- 
liverance. For every trial in existence leads 
the soul to trustmore implicitly the God within 
and the moment the faith is absolute, under- 


standing is attained and then all pain ceases, 


sickness is overcome, and death is van- 
quished. It is only necessary to know that no 
matter what are the experiences passed 
through, which of course always occur on the 
plane of appearance, the effect is to make the 
soul in each one consciously or unconsciously 
recognize the within God or Good. Surely then 
it is easy to see how even the appearance is in 
itself good, and thus, instead of fighting and re- 
sistingit,each onecan rest quietly inthe thought 
that even this sickness is good, for through it 
I am made to realize the God within myself. 
Again,in thecase of thetemptation to gratify 
the sensuous and sensual appetites on the part 
of the seekers, or as the latter come in contact 
with their fellow-beings who are still given to 
such indulgences, how can the claim “All is 
Good” be made? It mustbe clearly understood 
here that all who are seeking to walk in the 
Christ way must be free from yielding to the 
sense nature, for, as Paul said, “We cannot con- 
tinue in sin (error) that grace may abound, for 
how shall we thatare dead to sin(error) live any 
longer therein?” But until we are completely 
dead to the Adam state, how shall we men- 
tally deal with ourselves and others? No one 
can study the methods of Jesus without seeing 
very clearly how He dealt with all sense condi- 
tions. He never denounced or condemned 
anything in anyone save phariseeism and 
ereediness, the two leading errors in the carnal 


mentality of to-day. So that in following the 
methods of Jesus we must not condemn the 
sense nature in ourselves or others. It has its 
place in the onward progress of the soul. It is 
well known that sooner or later all sense pleas- 
ure leads to pain, and therefore, although per- 
sons still acting under the influence of their 
outer sense or animal natures have not yet 
through their indulgencessuffered painenough 
to make them cease living under the law of sin 
and death, still such a course, continued in, 
must end in some affliction of the body, which 
will lead the soul to recognize the one within 
way out of sense into spirit, so that finally, 
even through experiences of sense indulgences, 
all such souls will gladly acknowledge the 
law of spirit and life. While enlightened 
souls, those who have passed through and out 
of all of the sense experiences, would gladly 
save every one the ordeal of suffering, still, as 
it was with Jesus when He wept over Jerusa- 
lem (the type of the inner self), we can only say, 
“Ye would not.” Nevertheless, in such a view 
of the subject it is clearly seen that “All is 
Good.” 

It would seem that now it is necessary to 
take a further step in the advancing thought, 
and claim that “Whatever is, is right,” which 
statement was made by an earnest thinker and 
writer some thirty years ago. As all seekers of 
Truth standon thisclaim, they will much more 
readily and quickly reach the kind Godlike con- 
sciousness that beholds not evil in any one or 
in any thing. They will then know more fully 
what that love iswhich thinkethno evil. Then 
will there be such a power of good recognized 
in all that appears, that every lower sense will 
be quickly overcome, and each one under the 
influence of the old nature will, through the 
power of love and good in active thought oper- 
ation, be led to awaken into the consciousness 
of the sufficiency of the within source in each 
one to fully satisfy, without any pain or afflic- 
tion, every aspiration of the soul. Whatever 
is, must be right, for there is only One Power 
operating in all and through all. If this 
Power is placed in the thought of each one sep- 
arate from and outside of and above all, it be- 
comes destructive in its action to the soul look- 
ing outside of itself, but the destruction is only 
an experience in the evolutionary process of 
the soul—it is not an evil at all, only as we 
think it—which will without a shadow of 
doubt lead the soul sooner or later to place the 
center of the operation of the One Power 
within each one’s consciousness. The results 
of such a mental change being to offer no resist- 
ance to the action of the One Power of Good in 
each and every one, and thus, through willing 
obedience, the unity, the at-one-ment between 
the soul and its source is established and con- 
struction instead of destruction ensues, the 
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without becomes as the within, and God or 
Good is manifested. 

Let us claim that “All is Good” always, and 
never find fault with appearance of any kind 
in ourselves or others, and thus fulfilling the 
command of Jesus to “resist not evil,’ soon 
will we find nothing imperfect made visible. 

Let us go further and even take an advanced 
thought that “Whatever is, is right,” for “All 
is God or Good” and there is only One Power; 
for, as Zoroaster taught, “The Supreme Power 
is Creator, Destroyer and Preserver.” 


Saving Our Souls.

“The soul that sinneth it shall die.” 

We have heard a great deal about the im- 
portance of saving our souls. 

The Poets have written verses almost with- 
out number in regard to the saving of the soul, 
the ministry have preached to us of this and 
that way to save that which neither one or the 
other have told what is. Some have gone so 
far as to explain in this way, “it is a deathless, 
invisible something.” Then if deathless, it 
cannot die; thus we see a flaw in their line of 
reasoning, but our text says it shall die if it 
sins or makes mistakes, this leaves the infer- 
ence if it does not sin or make mistakes it will 
live. 


Again, we are commanded to “set our souls 


to seek the Lord.” Lord means law, thus we 
see the soul is something that seeks, searches 
into the law. What for? To be delivered from 
death; and that it can thus be delivered the 
Psalmist declares: “Thou hast delivered my 
soul from death.” Not “will” but “hast”; it is 
already done and he “knows” it. Again, “hear 
Soul and thou shalt live.’ Then the soul is 
something that hears and seeks. What is it 
we hear with? The ears of flesh? No, many 
have ears and do not hear; many cold, still 
bodies have ears and hear not. Is it not with 
the mind we hear? Is it not the conscious 
mind that hears and seeks to know, to under- 
stand? One may say, “are you sure”? Well. 
let us see; in Proverbs we are told of a Soul 
without knowledge. What is it that we gain 
knowledge with? Then we read “my soul is 
exceeding sorrowful.” What is it that feels 
sad or sorrowful, joyous, glad or happy? Is 
it not our conscious mind? Thus we find our 
individual conscious minds are our souls. 
Then it is with our individual conscious- 
minds we sin or make mistakes, for there is an 
individual soul as there is a Universal Soul. 
How do we distinguish the individual from the 
Universal? Man is, has being and he knows 
that he is and has being. How does he know? 
Through thinking; he thinks and he reasons, 
and he knows he thinks and reasons, is con- 


scious of thinking and reasoning, for the self- 
consciousness of the “I am” is indestructable 
because it exists in the Absolute Eternal One. 
The power to think and reason emanates from 
something, therefore there must be a thinker. 
Individual conscious mind is the thinker and 
is supplied with thoughts from Universal 
Mind. Individual conscious mind wields the 
hook and line, that is, sends the thought out 
into Universal Mind and draws to itself accord- 
ing to its desire or kind, thus bringing 
to notice another law “like attacks like” and 
the adage “birds of a feather flock together.” 
We find man thinks and he knows that he 
thinks, is conscious of thinking or thinks con- 
sciously. Then if he is conscious of thinking 
and “knows what he thinks,’ he can control 
his thinking if he “knows how and wills” to 
do so. Thus we can do by putting our wills on 
the side of right, truth and justice; refusing to 
harbor the not good thought and holding onto 
the good. 

By consciously choosing the good thought 
we feed our souls and they thereby grow fat, or 
grow up out of the lower into the higher con- 
sciousness, and the more we in thought cling to 
the principle in which absolute consciousness 
rests, the more will we partake of its nature 
and estate and be rendered consciously up- 
right and immortal. 

We have looked at this matter from a Bible 
standpoint, now let us look at it from the scien- 
tific side. 

There are what we call 7 principles in Being. 
For convenience and the purpose of making 
the following more plain and easy of compre- 
hension, we will name them as follows: 

First,Pure Spirit. The Absolute Eternal One. 
The uncreate, both male and female; that 
which stands back, over and is within all. The 
I. the Ego, the real of man. 

Second, Two Souls or States of conscious- 
ness. The lower, carnal, animal conscious- 
ness, and the higher spiritual or divine con- 
sciousness. 

Third, Two Minds or two states of mind; the 
carnal or lower, the spiritual or higher. 

Fourth, Two Bodies, natural and spiritual. 

Spirit is the life principle. Pure Being. 

Soul, the consciousness of living or: being, 
and as there are two states, it follows that we 
‘an be conscious upon two planes and not only 
this but can rise out of the lower into the high- 
er until we will be conscious of but one plane 
called the Christ plane, or where we think, see 
and know as Jesus Christ thought, saw and 
knew. 

Two states of mind, carnal animal or lower. 
Spiritual divine or higher. Mind is what we 
think with and denotese action. With our con- 
sciens mind we think as we will, for in and 
through our conscious wills come our individ- 
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As we consciously “will to do,” “we 


vality. 
do.” 

There are also two states of will; self-will or 
individual will and divine will. On whatever 
plane the conscious mind rests, the will acts on 
that plane. When the conscious mind rests on 
the lower plane,self-will rules and carnal selfish 
thoughts and things are chosen; but if on the 
higher plane, then the Divine Will rules and 
Spiritual or Christ-like thoughts and things 
will be chosen; and when we consciously 
choose to allow the Divine Will to work its way 
in and through us we grow to where self-will 
is lost in the divine. Thus we become at one 
with our Source or co-workers with the Eter- 
nal Principle of right, truth and justice. 

But we are not “It,” and can never be the 
“All” of it, or “God Almighty,” for we are only 
a small part of it. “It” includes the all of 
us as individuals. Although we, as atoms, 
are miniature of the “All,” it takes the multi- 
plied millions to complete the whole. 

As we will to choose it will be unto us, for 
there is no power in the universe that will 
break our conscious will or prevent us from 
choosing as we please. Thus we become re- 
sponsible creatures and have the power of justi- 
fying or condemning ourselves. “Choose ve 
this day whom ye will serve,” “for by thine 
own words thou art justified and by thine own 
words thou art condemned.” 

We as children are endowed with the power 
of choice, otherwise we could never be happy. 
We can choose the lowest or hightest plane or 
state of thought, and as we choose to think 
we will speak and as we think and speak we 
picture out in our bodies, for body is but a pic- 
ture or manifestation of thought and word, or 
the result of a certain line of thinking. Change 
the line of thought and the body will change. 

Thus we can see thoughts and words are our 
building implements. “As a man thinketh in 
his heart so is he.” As he thinketh in his in- 
ner consciousness so does he picture out. 
“There is nothing hid that shall not be re- 
vealed.” To be carnally minded is death, but 
to be spiritually minded is life and peace.” We 
notice the result of the one is just the opposite 
of the other. One leads to death or dissolution, 
the other to life and immortality. 

If we choose to think on the lowest plane, 
we will picture out or manifest animal charac- 
teristics and propensities in our bodies, for our 
bodies register our thoughts. 

Body is not a responsible child, instead it is a 
building not made with hands for the use of 
the individual who made it, an instrument that 
will bring forth harmony or discord just accord- 
ing to the way in which it is builded or con- 
structed. The mind is the servant of the con- 
scious will. As the conscious will chooses the 
mind acts. If the conscious will chooses right- 
eous things the higher or Christ-mind hastens 


to do its bidding and good thoughts, words and 
deeds are the result and a few more bricks of 
gold and jasper are put into the body building. 
for the spirit of good, and these bricks are ce- 
mented by thoughts of love, for love is what 
binds, holds together. But if the conscious 
will chooses the lower animal state of thought, 
the carnal mind does its building,and not good, 
not upbuilding thoughts, and more bricks of 
dust are put into the body, building for decay 
and dissolution. 

Thus we can see how it is that to be carnally 
minded leads to death and to be spiritually- 
minded leads to life. 

When the conscious will chooses to think on 
the higher or Christ plane alone, the higher 
will overcomes the lower, the gold and the j:s- 
per will put out, particle by particle, the dust 
until the whole body will be nothing but golé 
and jasper. Carnality will then be swallowed 
up in spirituality, ignorance swallowed up in 
understanding, darkness swallowed up in 
light. It is a matter of growth in spi*itual 
understanding. 

By this complete line of reasoning w2 fnd 
thoughtsand wordsare the implements we build 
with. 

Thought is mind in action; thought is a child 
of mind. Thus Mind is the substance out of 
which things are formed, usually called the 
Father; which on the higher plane means wis- 
dom,for there are three planes of manifestation 
as there are three planes of demonstration. 
We are told there are seven of each, but some of 
us“know” there are three and knowing this we 
know there is a third heaven as the inspired 
writers mention “in ye olden time.” 

Holy Spirit means the life-giving principle 
and stands for mother. The mother gives of 
her life (all) to the child or the thing formed. 
On the higher plane mother stands for love. 
Sor means the thing manifested, which on 
tke higher plane stands for truth. Truth on 
the higher plane is that quality that holds wis- 
dom (Father) and Love (Mother) together, thus 
making twain, one, and through this uniting of 
the two highest principles, or forces, produces 
a third or new compound called Son, or Jesus 
Christ, God manifest in the flesh. Thus man 
ought to be a manifestation of “Wisdom, Love 
and Truth.” 

Now we can see what Jesus Christ meant 
when he proyed, “Let them be one as we are 
one. * * * Tin them and thou in me that 
they may be one in us.” 

God is to be manifest in his creation, or per- 
fect goodness manifest in all creation, or that 
wisdom, love and truth is to be manifest every- 
where and in every place in its completeness. 
When this glad day comes the lower heavens 
and the second heaven, symbolized by our 
earth and sky, will then have rolled away as a 
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scroll and the new heavens and new earth 
wherein righteousness doth dwell, will appear. 

There will be no weeping or crying there for 
the former things will have passed away, be- 
hold all things will have become new. Neith- 
er will there be any night there for the Son in 
his purity,wisdom, innocence and love shall 
shine. Which means all darkness (symbol of 
ignorance) shall be swallowed up in one blaze 
of wisdom and truth, illumined by love, and 
every child will love every other child as he 
loves himself, for “love is the fulfilling of the 
law,” which “law” means “manifestation”— 
manifestation will then cease. 

Thus when love prevails, all selfishness will 
have disappeared and all hearts will beat as 
one to the tune of pure white unadul- 
terated love. Then harmony will be manifest 
in all creation; then we shall see face to face, 
spirit to spirit. 

If we choose to listen to the lower mind, 
which is the result of our belief in separateness 
or apartness from God, we make a mistake or 
fall into a state of darkness and do not see 
things in truth, or in the light of spiritual il- 
lumination, the Christ light. Instead the ani- 
mal consciousness or Soul rules us and that 
Soul builds for time only and when time ends 
to that soul, the body goes back to earth and 
the spirit or life to God who gave it, empty- 
handed. 

But if the consciousness chooses to let the 
spiritual rule and reign over it, it will change 
that mind thought by thought until it will 
form a covering or clothing for the spirit and 
go with the spirit into the next sphere or plane 
of manifestation. Then the spirit or Ego will 
not return to God empty-handed. instead with 
many stars in its crown of rejoicing. 

As we go up higher we take all our good 
with us and leave the not good behind. They 
are lost in the higher understanding. Thus we 
ean see if this individual conscious mind, 
early in conscious existence, understandingly 
chooses the spiritual, the spirit will attune 
“all” to the same strain of complete harmony. 
Then the whole being, mind, soul and body 
will praise the Father in unison by picturing 
out in a sound mind, a sound iudgement and a 
sound hody. 

To express this truth in another wav: An 
awakened intellivence justifies our morals. and 
through an awakened intelligence and justi- 
fied morals comes a conscious realization of 
love that is God and a bodily health that is un- 
failing. We then know consciously that we 
have knowledge of absolute truth, neace of 
mind and a health of body that will not fail us 
if we continue in well-doing. 

When livine on the animal plane, we have 
our talents hid in ecarnalitv. This is a mistake. 
for we must not bury our talents in the ground 
or allow them to rust in their caskets, but use 


them for the good, the uplifting of all mankind, 
thus will we be manifesting the love that never 
fails, and building for an eternity of bliss and 
time of great rejoicing when we bring in our 
sheaves which we have formulated in a perfect- 
ly regenerate body. The object of man’s liv- 
ing is to become conscious that he isi not an 
illusive, personal form only, but an impersonal 
reality, and the object of his conscious exist- 
ence is to render the unconscious conscious. 
This means growth in knowledge and under- 
standing of “who he is, what he is” and what 
his future destiny is to be. 

This knowledge causes the mortal to put on 
immortality, then we will have brought our 
twelve powers into harmony with the will di- 
vine. This means concentration. Yes, con- 
centration, that “is” concentration on one line 
and that the line of “Truth, honor, right, just- 
ice, purity” and a “love that is divine.” 

Thus we see that the conscious, individual 
mind is the soul, and when that is saved or de- 
livereld from ignorance the whole body, soul, 
mind and spirit are so thoroughly blended into 
one that there is no separation. The belief of 
separation from the Absolute Eternal One is 
lost in the true light of the perfect love that 
easteth out all fear. Fear is the beginning of 
true wisdom, true love is the perfecting of this 
wisdom. Fear is the bud, Love the perfect 
fruit.

In the cloudy and 
dark day the sheep have been scattered, that is 
in the day of darkness or ignorance when the 
sheep have lost sight of the Shepherd; when 
man has forgotten his God; then it was that 
troubles seemed heaped upon him and he knew 
not where to turn for comfort. The grass was 
a stubble and there was no pasture anywhere. 
This was the cloudy day when man believed in 
evil rather than in God. Refuse not to recog- 
nize the Good. ‘Turn thine eyes away from be- 
holding evil and behold only the good. 

Now our dark days are no more for now we 
are living in the Light. Believe in the good 
with all thy heart, with all thy mind, with all 
thy soul, and with all thy strength for this is 
loving God as it is trusting God. True love to 
God is an abiding trust in the ever-present 
Good; then let no man name evil, for it is not. 
There is no presence save the One Presence, 
then why admit another? If good is acknowl- 
edged continually you will reap the benefits of 
your Good in all ways. If you only admit 
health then vou will always have health. If 
you always declare peace you will always have 
peace. If you will always think upon joy and 
love you will always have joy and love. “Asa 
man thinketh in his heart so is he,”’so let your 
thought dwell upon the good for thereby you 
are conscious of all good. When false ways 
of thinking enter into the mind banish them in- 
stantly by declaring to yourself: 

I acknowledge only that which is good. 

I am the child of the good. 

I live in the good. 

I receive all good. 

Good is my rightful inheritance. 

Good can only give of Itself to Its creation, 
therefore, God gives unto His children “every 
good and perfect gift.” 

Nothing is wanting; as David says, 
Lord is my Shepherd, I shall not want.” 

“Be still and know that I am God,” the voice 
within you speaks. , 

It is the voice of the Christ. It is here that 
you must find the Christ within your own soul. 
To find It you must believe in It. “Seek and 
ye shall find,” is the promise. 

The Christ is a wonderful knowledge, the 
knowledge of Being or Life. You cannot long 
seek this Life and not find It, for It is every- 
where, and It is All. 

Then cease this cry for more Light, more 
Light! for is not the Light within thee? But 
trust it. Recognize that all are there in the 
Father. 

“God is no respecter of person.” 


“The 


God gives 
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to all alike, but are we only able to receive so 
far as we believe. What you believe you have 
not, seems not to be, but what you believe you 
have soon takes visible form, and becomes ap- 
parent to the senses. 

Believe in your Good, trust It, know that It 
is for you, for this is the only way to find Good. 
This is Truth that, only the Good is true, and 
when man realizes this statement he knows all. 
Youcannot reiterate to yourself too often; only 
the Good is true. The constant holding to this 
thought lightens all labor and brings one into 
an understanding of Divine joy. You now feel 
a light heartedness which you have never felt 
before. There is a burden dropped. You feel 
free and glad and are learning what it means 
to “take no thought for the morrow.” You are 
“casting all your care upon Him, for He careth 
for you.” 

“As a father pitieth his children, so the Lord 
loveth them that fear Him”; but, “perfect love 
casteth out all fear,” so let us read this, “As a 
father pitieth his children so the Lord loveth 
them that know Him.” 

When we know God we realize God’s love for 
us. 

What satisfaction there is in the knowledge 
that God loves us. Not one is left out, for God 
loves all. Love knows no anger. Love knows 
only Love. All belong to Love, and all dwell 
in Love. 

As man is made in the image and likeness of 
God, so is he made in the image and likeness 
of Love, for Love is God. 

Be not deceived; there is only one Love and 
this one is God. Love has had its shadow, 
as Life has had its shadow but remember there 
is only the Divine. 

Let the world grow out of its idea of Love 
into the Divine idea. It is only the Divine 
that brings satisfaction. The worship of the 
flesh brings the thought of pain and sorrow, 
and pain and sorrow are followed by beliefs in 
separation and death; therefore do not seek 
satisfaction in any fleshly thought. 

“They that are after the flesh do mind the 
things of the flesh; but they that are after the 
Spirit the things of the Spirit. To be carnally 
minded is death, but to be Spiritually minded is 
life and peace.” 

Paul knew that satisfaction comes only 
through thoughts of Spiritual things. “The 
carnal mind is enmity against God.” “Ye are 
not in the flesh, but in the Spirit, the Spirit is 
Life because of righteousness.” 

The Truth within you feeds you. The Truth 
within you satisfies you. You are fed by the 
heavenly manna. 

“Let the words of Christ dwell in you richly 
in wisdom, for they are Spirit and they are life.” 
Know yourself only as Spiritual; know your- 
self only as Godlike. Do not recognize any 


false self, but recognize only the true, the good. 

Reverence thyself, respect thyself, for by so 
doing you are acknowledging the work of God’s 
hands for did he not pronounce it “very good?” 
You have no self apart from God, for God is 
everywhere, and His creation is His image and 
likeness. You cannot be fed by the pure 
thought of God if you do not acknowledge your- 
self as dwelling within His Kingdom and par- 
taking of His nature. 

The Christ, the indwelling Presence of right- 
eousness is forever feeding you with His words 
of Truth, whereby you are satisfied. “He shall 
feed his flock like a shepherd, he shall gather 
the lambs with his arm.” The Good Shepherd 
loveth his sheep. Believe in His love for you. 
Trust and know it. 

John writes, “Herein is love, not that we 
loved God, but that He loved us; we love Him, 
because He first loved us.” 

secause we were born in Love we love, and 
the Love in which we are born is the Love of 
Christ. The Good Shepherd tenderly cares for 
us, and prompts us to think aright. We are 
forever resting in His arms of Peace and Love 
even though we know it not; but when we know 
it we come into a realization of that Peace and 
that Love “which passeth understanding.” 

His Love can never leave us. We are forever 
resting in It. We are forever living in It. If 
we dwell in the thought of the Love of the Good 
Shepherd we will find that sorrow takes flight 
and misfortune cannot stay. 

Troubles cease to be troubles and blessings 
take their place. 

Poverty can remain no longer, for you now 
know the riches of the Kingdom of Heaven. 

In Love there is every good and perfect gift. 
Every wish or longing is satisfied when one 
knows himself as dwelling in Love, as tenderly 
cared for by the Good Shepherd. Love is the 
Good Shepherd. “Love is kind, thinketh no 
evil, rejoiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in 
the Truth.”

Dear Editor Unity:—1 notice in the last Unity a de- 
sire from a Springfield teacher for suggestions as to 
applying the truth in the school-room. 

Teaching has been transformed for me since I have 
been living and seeing this truth everywhere. 

In the morning before I go into the school-room I 
sit down quietly and make the statement of life to my- 
self and then call up each pupil by name and give 
them the same thought I am holding. Sometimes it is 
just a word, as “You are filled with love,” or, “The 
peace of God surrounds you this day.” “You have the 
beauty of life—the joy of life—the abundance of life.” 

Just what ever thought is in my own heart, I send te 
each one by name. Then I go into the school-room 
with the clear idea that each pupil there is the pure, 
holy loving, active, beautiful, intelligent child of God 
and that they bring all good things to me and I to them 
that they co-operate with me in manifesting all good. 
As I come in contact with each pupil during the day, 
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I keep this same attitude of mind. It is really the at- 
titude of mind that does the work. I never for a mo- 
ment allow to myself or to any of the other teachers 
that a pupil is stupid or ugly in disposition. I have no 
stupid pupils. How can I when they are alive with the 
life of God, filled with the intelligence of God himself. 
To me they are the Father's “little ones.” And you 
remember what Christ said about offending one of 
these little ones. I have many opportunities of speak- 
ing the Truth silently all day—only a quick thought as 
each one seems to need it. If a pupil comes to me look- 
ing sick or forlorn, a quick, “God is your health,” “You 
have the joy of life.” If seemingly poor and ill-fed, 
“God loves you and gives you the abundance of life,” 
or “You are nurished and fed with the bread of life.” 
An angry or disobedient pupil—just quietly leave him 
alone and tell him quietly; ‘“‘Love, love, love, you love 
to do right, you are filled with peace and joy,” and the 
anger or disobedience vanishes as the mist before 
the sun. 

As to discipline: I have no discipline.. We are all 
one with God and governed by his laws. I never try to 
assert my authority or make them do anything, but we 
have the most beautiful order, quiet and activity. I 
never “bore” my pupils with my thoughts or try to con- 
trol them by mental force. I give them the most per- 
fect mental freedom—never “will” them to do any- 
thing I want them to do; never take them up day after 
day and “treat” them for certain seemingly defects, 
but simply day after day let the Christ in me speak to 
and call forth the Christ in them. And oh, dear Unity, 
how the blessed boys and girls do straighten up—and 
out of the “kinks.” Their faces brighten and eyes 
shine, while the quickened intelligence and earnest 
work soon show how potent the Truth is and how very 
responsive young people are. 

As one goes on in this way, many pupils will be 
drawn to come and talk or confide in the teacher, and 
then one can claim wisdom and be of much service to 
the inquirer. I never meet with any opposition be- 
cause I use no obnoxious names or technical terms, 
but often with my heart thrilling with the beauty and 
holiness of life as I talk to my classes about life, purity, 
success, activity, unselfishness, and they too are filled 
and thrilled with the Truth and go out with the deter- 
mination to live.

Lesson 8.—November 24. 


THE WOES OF INTEMPERANCE,—Isaiah 5:11-23, 


11. Woe unto them that rise up early in the morn- 
ing, that they may follow strong drink; that continue 
until night, till wine inflame them! 

12. And the harp, and the viol, the tabret, and pipe, 
and wine, are in their feasts: but they regard not the 
work of the Lord, neither consider the operation of his 
hands. 

13. Therefore my people are gone into captivity, 
because they have no knowledge: and their honorable 
men are famished, and their multitude dried up with 
thirst. 

14. Thereforehell hath enlarged herself, and opened 
her mouth without measure: and their glory, and their 
pomp, and he that rejoiceth, shall descend into it. 

15. And the mean man shall be brought down, and 
the mighty man shall be humbled, and the eyes of the 
lofty shall be humbled: 

16. But the Lord of hosts shall be exaltled in judg- 
ment, and God that is holy shall be sanctified in right- 
eousness. 

17. Then shall the lambs feed after their manner, 
and the waste places of the fat ones shall strangers eat. 

18. Woe unto them that draw iniquity with cords 
of vanity, and sin as it were with a cart rope: 

19. That say, Let him make speed, and hasten his 
work, that we may see it: and let the counsel of the 
Holy One of Is-ra-el draw nigh and come, that we may 
know it! 

20. Woe unto them that call evil good, and good 
evil; that put darkness for light, and light for dark- 
ness; that put bitter for sweet and sweet for bitter! 

21. Woe unto them that are wise in their own eyes, 
and prudent in their own sight! 

22. Woe unto them that are mighty to drink wine, 
and men of strength to mingle strong drink: 

23. Which justify the wicked for reward, and take 
away the righteous from him! 


GoLpEN Text.—Woe unto them that rise up 
early in the morning, that they may follow 
strong drink.—Isa. 5:11. 


Verse 11. “Woe,’—alas! for them; because 
through ignorance they pursuea course of error, 
vainly expecting to find satisfaction in the in- 
toxicating cup, which can bring only “woe” and 
ruin. 

Every man is in pursuit of happiness; and, 
however erratic his course, he is always seek- 
ing satisfaction. If he seek according to Wis- 
dom and Truth, he will never fail to find; for 
the voice of Wisdom is, “Every one that asketh 
receiveth, and he that seeketh findeth.”—Luke 
xi. 10. 

Since all men are sons of God, all men have 
longings, hungerings and thirstings after God. 
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“My heart and my flesh ery out for the living 
God.”—Psalins Ixxxiy. 2. 

Though men may not understand their own 
heart longings, and though they may be atheists 
in theory, still the real cause of all discontent 
and unsatisfied longing is this natural thirst 
for the Spiritual, which only can fill the aching 
void within. 

If any one thinks he thirsts for intoxicants, 
he has only misinterpreted his longings. There- 
fore he tries by a short cut to satisfy the de- 
mands of his heart in sense gratification. Hay- 
ing lived so long in the material and sensual 
thought, he flies instinctively to material reme- 
dies for relief and satisfaction, only to find dis- 
appointment and “woe.” 

This lesson is a picture, not of the drunkard 
alone, but of every man who lives wholly in the 
sensual, knowing only the sense life and sense 
gratification. 

Verse 12. They fail to recognize the Divine 
or any of his Spiritual laws—‘work and opera- 
tion of his hands.” The field for the “work and 
operation” of the laws of the Lord is the realm 
of thought and its manifestations. The same 
holy, unvarying, impartial law will bring us sat- 
isfaction or “woe,” according as the thought we 
commit to it is true or false, each will bring its 
own legitimate results, obedient to the perfect 
“operation” of righteous law—the law of cause 
and effect. ; 

Verse 13. 


He who caters to the gratification 
of the senses as a means of securing satisfaction 
will be brought into “captivity” to the senses, 
and all “because they have no knowledge.” All 
suffering and “woe” is due primarily to igno- 


rance. We cannot reform the inebriate or sen- 
ualist by telling him he is a miserable wretch, 
nor reform the sinner by telling him he is vile. 
This is already his own thought and estimate of 
himself; therefore he seeks relief from the de- 
pressing power of that very thought by intoxi- 
cation and conviviality; “I will seek it yetagain.” 

Ignorance being the cause, its remedy is 
knowledge, wisdom—that which “regardeth the 
operation of his hands.” At just this point will 
instruction be his salvation. He must learn 
that he is a spiritual being, and cannot there- 
fore have any thirst for intoxicants. This will 
be a revelation and the opening of the gates of 
lifetohim. This is the secret of all reform. By 
this “captivity” their “honorable men (spiritual 
thoughts) “are dried up with thirst.” Because 
of the famine of spiritual thoughts there is a 
hungering and thirsting for the all-satisfying 
Spiritual. 

Verse 14. To this victim of his own false 
thought “hell hath enlarged herself”—destruc- 
tion and the yawning grave appear to be the in- 
evitable fate awaiting him. 

Verse 15. How sadly are “the mighty 
brought low, and the eyes of the lofty humbled” 
by sense gratification! 


Verse 16. “God is exalted in judgment, and 
sanctified in righteousness,” by the proving of 
His righteous law, whether we have been holy 
or unholy; the law of the Lord has brought its 
legitimate results in either case, but we reap 
satisfaction or “woe” according as our sowing 
is spiritual or carnal. 

Verse 17. <A ruined and squandered estate 
results to the profligate sensualist by the same 
law; so that “strangers” feed their flocks upon, 
and eat the fruit of their wasted estates. 

Verse 18. The same result, “woe,” follows 
by the same law, all who bend their energies to 
evil, like drawing a heavy load, “as with a cart 
rope.” 

Verse 19. Tauntingly they say: If God vis- 
its in judgment, “let him hasten his work, that 
we may see it; “let Christ the King of Israel 
descend now from the cross that we may be- 
lieve—Mar. xv. 32. 

Verse 20-23.Carnal man’s idea of Good is al- 
together a false conception; it is not the Real 
Good. He “calls evil good and good evil, dark- 
ness light and light darkness,” because he is 
ignorant of Truth, but is in “captivity” to the 
senses, and its false claims. “There is a way 
that seemeth right unto a man, but the end 
thereof is death.”—Prov. xiv. 12. 

The saving remedy for all mankind is a knowl- 
edge of God; “whom to know aright is Life 
Eternal.” 

Lesson 9.—December 1. 
DAVID ANOINTED KING.—I Samuel 16:1-13, 

1. And the Lord said unto Samuel, How long 
wilt thou mourn for Saul, seeing I have rejected him 
from reigning over Israel? fill thine horn with oil, and 
go, I will send thee to Jesse the Bethlehemite: for I 
have provided me a king among his sons. 

2. And Samuel said, How can I go? if Saul hear it 
he will kill me. And the Lord said, Take an heifer with 
thee, and say, I am come to sacrifice to the Lord. 

3. And call Jesse to sacrifice, and I will shew thee 
what thou shalt do: and thou shalt anoint unto me him 
whom I name unto thee.

11, And Samuel said unto Jesse, Are here all thy 
children? And he said, There remaineth yet the 
youngest, and, behold, he keepeth the sheep. And 
Samuel said unto Jesse, Send and fetch him: for we 
Viil not sit down till he come hither. 

12. And he sent, and brought himin. Now he was 
ruddy, and withal of a beautiful countenance, and 
goodly to look to. And the Lord said, Arise, anoint 
him: for this is he. 

13. Then Samuel took the horn of oil,and anointed 
him in the midst of his brethren: and the Spirit of the 
Lord came upon David from that day forward. So 
Samuel rose up and went to Ramah. 


GoLpEN Text.—Man looketh on the out- 
yard appearance, but the Lord looketh on the 
heart.—1 Sam, 16:7, 


The name, Saul, signifies “a seeker,” while 
Samuel signifies ‘sought for.” So, while Saul 
stands for the state of mind of a true seeker, 
Samuel stands for the Christ, the ultimate ob- 
ject of the yearning of all hearts. 

The Christ (Samuel) will always be found by 
every honest seeker (Saul), whenever he is able 
to understand and correctly interpret his heart 
yearnings. “As panteth the heart after the 
water brooks so pantheth my soul after Thee, 
O God.”—Psalms xlii. 1. When our ruling 
thought (Saul) ceases to be pure and true to the 
monitions of Spirit, but through selfishness 
“flies upon the spoil,” having the material up- 
permost in heart, “loving the creature mpre 
than the Creator’—then the Christ cannot 
reign there: this state of mind is, “rejected from 
being king,” since only “the pure in heart” can 
“see God,” and reign with him: therefore the 
purity state of mind must be sought by the 
Christ. 

David stands for that state of mind. David 
means beloved, and represents innocence: “The 
Lord hath sought him a man after his own 
heart.”—L Sam. xiii. 14. This state of inno- 
cent purity the Christ ever seeks; because only 
in the virgin heart of pure innocence can the 
Christ be conceived. This is the immaculate 
conception. 

Verse 1. When one has turned away from 
Christ to seek satisfaction in selfishness and 
materiality, though He cannot rule in such a 
heart (“rejected from being king”), still He 
yearns for and loves him. But he seeks the 
heart of purity, in the Jesse consciousness (liv- 
ing in strength). 

Verse 2. Samuel and the Lord are represent- 
ed as holding a dialogue; which reveals Saul 
as having given his heart’s allegiance so com- 
petely to the material as to have a murderous 
hatred of the Spiritual, “He will kill me.” 


Verse 3. “The sacrifices of God are a broken 
spirit.—Dsalms li. 17. It is only after such a 
heart sacrifice that the true state of innocent 
purity can be found. 

Verses 4,5. When the Holy Spirit comes to 
the heart the dominant thoughts (“rulers”) are 
at first perplexed to understand the meaning 
of the experience, but they quickly see that it is 
a time sacrifice and blessing. 

Verses 6,7. After we have made our sacri- 
fice of “a broken and contrite heart,” we intelli- 
gently reject every thought inimical to the 
Christ, notwithstanding mortal mind had es- 
teemed some of them very noble (great stature) ; 
but “God seeth not as man seeth.” 

Verses 8, 9, 10. This time of self-examina- 
tion, in the illumination of the Divine presence, 
leads to the utter rejection and renunciation of 
the entire old thought realm—the whole “seven 
sons” (seven denotes completeness) are rejected. 

Verse 11. Only that which mortal mind had 
esteemed of smallest value remains—the young- 
est. Innocent purity (David) is declared to be 
the greatest, and fitting to reign with Christ. 

Verse 12. The purity-of-heart state of mind 
is always “ruddy” (of youthful vigor), “beauti- 
ful” and “goodly to look to” (attractive); this 
state of mind “keepeth the sheep”—innocent 
thoughts, and is readily recognized as fit to be a 
king. 

Verse 13. The cleansed heart, containing 
only purity, is freely received by the Christ, 
and “anointed in the midst of his brethren”; 
these rejected thoughts receive no blessing nor 
anointing; they can only witness the wonder- 
ful advantage of the purity thought. “The 
Spirit of the Lord” now fills our newly found 
consciousness, “from this time forward.” 

This David thought, after due experience be- 
comes the dominant thought (King), and rules 
with Christ in his kingdom.
